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Sidney School Report 


FEB. 10, 1927 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Sidney: 


I herewith submit my ninth annual report of the schools for the 
year ending Feb. 10, 1927. 

The schools have closed after a thirty weeks’ session and the 
standard of the work and the attitude of the students toward their 
work has been very satisfactory. In six of the ten districts the same 
teacher has continued the school throughout the year, which in itself 
is conducive to a better grade of work than can be obained in a 
school where the teacher is changed every term. In three districts 
the teachers resigned in June and in one district a change was made. 
because the teacher was taken sick and had to give up her work. I 
wish to state, however, that this teacher will return for the spring- 
term. | | 

The County Conve tion which was held at Augusta in October 
was attended by all of the teachers, and a majority of the teachers 
attended the State Convention at Bangor. Four of the teachers em- 
ployed attended the summer school at Farmington last summer. At 
the beginning of the year the teachers met and arranged a program 
for a series of teachers’ meetings to be held during the year. A 
number of very interesting meetings were held but the condition of 
the roads became such that this work had to be postponed to the dis- 
appointment of all. 

To do good progressive work teachers must attend the conven- 
tions, both state and county, and supplement this with an occasional 
summer term at a Normal School. Teachers can gain a great many 
good ideas by visiting the schools in another town or city. This prac- 
tice is carried out quite generally among the towns of the State and 
I believe that much benefit might be derived were teachers allowed a 
visiting day both in the fall and spring terms. Another way of im- 
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proving our teaching force is through the plan of helping teacher. 
A special course is given in rural teaching, each year at Castine. 
The committee may make arrangements to employ such a teacher if 
they care to do so. 

Such a teacher must first take this special course at Castine, 
which by the way is given without expense, she then is employed as a 
regular teacher by the town. A part of her time is utilized in dem- 
onstration work in the other schools, and her own school is used as a 
model for observation work for the other teachers. In case this 


work is carried out according to the State standard, the helping _ 


teacher receives from the State a bonus of 25% of the wages paid 
‘by the town. For instance a helping teacher receiving $18 per week 
would, at the end of the year, receive $4.50 per week additional from 
the State. 

In order to carry this work on in the other schools the helping 
teacher may keep her school in session on Saturdays, thereby afford- 
ing herself the Opportunity of visiting the schools on Monday and 
offering the rural teachers a chance to visit her school on Saturday. 
There are several plans of distributing the work, and this can be done 
without friction and will result in great benefit to the other schools. 

You will notice by the account of High School Tuition that we 
have nearly thirty pupils attending the secondary schools in the sur- 
rounding towns. This is a very encouraging prospect when we con- 
sider the school registration. It is pleasing to note that there is a 
growing interest among the young people and especially so in the 
rural sections to complete at least a course in high school. The 
tuition of these pupils is paid by the town up to the annual limit of 
$60 per pupil. This is of course a burden to the town to a greater 
or less degree, but the expense is much legs than maintaining a high 
school. \ 

The time has come when a boy or girl must have at least a high 
school education before he can expect to compete for a position in the 
business or industrial world. All labor and business today is based 
on skill and expert service, and there is practically no employment 
to be had that provides a living wage, that does not require the edu- 
cation and training received in our high schools. Therefore any help 
or encouragement that the home or that citizens of the community 
may contribute to help boys and girls acquire this education will be 
in the performance of a duty which we owe to the future generation. 
A great many of the secondary schools have increased their 
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tuition above the amount allowed by the State and this brings an in- 
creased burden upon the parents and of course has a tendency to de- 
prive the child of restricted finances, from entering high school. A 
new measure has been introduced into this Legislature, which pro- 
vides that the town pay the full tuition instead of part tuition as is 
now the case, and that the State reimburse the town two-thirds the 
amount paid, up to $600. 

There is also another matter of proposed school legislation which 
should be of interest to the rural communities. This is that a uni- 
form school year of thirty-six weeks be adopted throughout the State. 
Tt is proposed to make this increase gradual so that by 1930 all pupils 
may be enjoying the same school privileges. When you compare a 
school system of thirty-six weeks with that of a rural system of 
thirty weeks and extend this comparison over a period of eight years 
you note a difference in the length of the two school years of one and 
three-fifths years. Thus you will note that the rural child is handi- 
capped from the start. If the majority of pupils in the State are to 
have school advantages which fit them for the high school at the age 
of fourteen years all children should have these advantages. 

If children in one community are to be kept in the elementary 
grades until they are sixteen years of age, while those in another 
system are fitted for high school at the age of fourteen years, one of 
two things will happen. Either desirable families will move from 
the community and their places be filled with an undesirable popula-, 
tion, or else the pupils themselves will leave school at the legal age 
of fifteen, without having completed their course. This class will 
then be fitted to fill only the menial positions of life. 


REPAIRS 


I have brought to i. attention each year the matter of school 
repairs and especially have I emphasized the need of new toilets to 
comply with the law which goes into effect Sept. 1, 1927. 

We have ten school buildings in active use. In only four of 
these do the closet conditions approach the standard. A set of 
school toilets to meet the requirements of the law must be joined to 
the main building, be situated at least twelve feet from the building, 
the vaults must be of concrete and ventilated, the closets must be 
separated and there must be a separate corridor leading out of the 
school room to each closet. 
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The approximate cost of these closets including installation is 
from $250 to $300. A report on the toilet conditions was called for 
by the state last summer and the report was rendered. It seems 
quite a burden to place upon a town yet on the other hand sufficient 
time has elapsed in which the town might have met the condition 
without an unjust tax had it desired to do so. 

I do feel that these conditions should be corrected in all schools 
and that we should safeguard the moral and physical welfare of the 
child so far as it is possible to do so. 


‘I hope that this matter will receive your careful consideration, © 


for under the present statute, state school funds may be withheld if 
the work is not completed. 

I wish to say further that it is a duty we owe the child to see to 
it that the moral and sanitary conditions about the school are such 
that the child grows up under a clean and wholesome atmosphere. 

The passing ,to and fro to the toilets should at all times be under 
the supervision of the teacher; the sexes should be separated so that 
there can be no communication and a strict privacy should be main- 
tained. The new law governing school toilets was made primarily 
to protect and safeguard the child and not simply to place an addi- 
tional burden on the town. 

In regard to the general condition of the school buildings, in 
many of the districts our buildings are in very poor repair. Nothing 
has been done to these buildings for years except to follow a policy 
of patching up things in a temporary manner. This is a most ex- 
pensive way to spend money and no results worthy of mention can 
be obtained. 

The building at the Town Farm, at the Clark school and at 
Thayer’s Corner need immediate attention) and when we say that it 
would take $1,000 to put each of these ng in good shape we 
are not over estimating the cost. Something must be done to these 
buildings before long and I feel that unless we adopt a constructive 


program for school repairs which can be carried on from year to 


year, the time will come when we shall have to meet he whole prob- 
lem face to face. , 

There has been some talk during the year of reducing teachers’ 
wages to fifteen dollars a week, and were it. not for the fact that a 
move of the kind would prove disastrous to the school system, and 
that whenever 'we engaged new teachers we should be obliged to em- 
ploy only those’ with a high school education or those who are dis 
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cards from other systems, I should not mention this in my report. Of 
the ten school positions in town five are now filled with local teachers. 
These teachers are women of experience and training and we are 
exceedingly fortunate in securing their services for thirty weeks at a 
salary of $540. We cannot expect to hire a laborer for less than an 
average living wage. This has been tried out in the farm districts 
and the hired help which at one time was so plentiful, now seek other 
occupations because the tendency has been to keep the wages down 
below the average. 

Physicians, ministers, lawyers and teachers stand at the head of 
our professional life. This class must give sometimes years of their 
life to preparation and the majority start out in debt which has been 
incurred in acquiring this education. — 

Practically all the lawyers and doctors have moved out of the 
rural districts, a few ministers still remain but the number is dimin- 
ishing each year. We shall repeat the same story in the schools un- 
less the citizens rise up and meet this situation. The rural districts 
will not be favored with the better class of teachers, until a living 
wage is paid, until there is a ‘wholesome social and. moral environ- 
ment in the district nor until the teacher can see before her a means 
of promotion and advancement. Below are the recommendations for 
the coming year:

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SECTION 13, CHAPTER 4, OF THE REVISED STATUTES 
ELECTIONS FOR THREE YEARS, 1905, c. 170 


Any town electing three Selectmen, three overseers of the poor 
and three assessors, may, if the electors present vote so to do, elect 
one member of each board to hold office for one year, one for two 
years, and one for three years, and at each annual meeting thereafter 
one member of each of the said boards shall be elected for a term of 
three years; towns electing more than three Selectmen, three over- 
seers of the poor and three assessors, may by vote determine how 
many of each of said boards shall be elected annually and the tenure 
of their office. 
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
